NEW YORK, N. Y.~-During the last 
nine months between 30.000 and 40.- 
000 Germans and German-Americans 
have left the United States and gone 
into Mexico. The Mexican consulate 
in this city adds that there has been 
a great increase in the exodus to 
Mexico since the United States broke 
off diplomatic relations with Germany. 
Every morning. scores of Germans ap- 
ply for passports at the consulate 
In one week recently about 400 such 
passports were issued. In one day 
100 were given out. 

It was said at the

Should stop this influx. Her treaty 
with Germany would not allow her 
to discriminate against Germans or 
passport applicants of German ex- 
traction. It was quite natural that 
they should turn to Mexico for refuge, 
since in case war broke out between 
the United States and Germany, there 
would be no other place for them to 
turn. They could not go to Canada, 
and they were evidently flocking to 
Mexico in the belief that war could 
not be avoided. 

Passports had been granted to Ger- 
mans of all ranks in life. No doubt 
there were numbers of German re- 
servists and German spies among the 
list, but the consulate had no way 
of determining which these were, 
since there was no limitation on the 
issuance of passports which would 
cover such a situation. The Mexican 
bureau of information said that there 
was plenty of work these immigrants 
could do in Mexico, and pointed out. 
that it was the duty of Consul Juan 
T. Burns to encourage desirable im- 
migration. There was no reason to 
believe that the immigration of Ger- 
mans was undesirable. 

There have been reports lately that 
all the German reservists in the 
United States are in direct and in- 
direct touch with a chief, and that 
they have been ordered to report at 
a certain point in Mexico if war 
should come. The consulate had noth- 
ing to say concerning this report. 
except to repeat that there was no 
way of determining which were the 
or the spies, among those 
asking for passports. 

The majority of these emigrants go 
to Mexico by rail, through points on 
the border. They are cautious about 
going by boat, fearing that they might 
be taken off by the English patrol.

The price to consumers who 
take delivery at the producers’ works 
for conveyance otherwise than by rail- 
way remains at £15 10s. per ton. In 
the event of purchasers experiencing 
difficulty in obtaining supplies locally, 
they should apply to the secretary, 
Sulphate Ammonia Advisory Commit- 
tee, 84 Horseferry Road, London, S.

APPLE GRADING RULES 


ADOPTED BY GROWERS | 


experts, 


Wash.-~Apple-grading 
rules adopted by fruit men at 
ninth national apple show here 
November have been rejected by apple 
growers meeting at Seattle, says the 
Chronical. 

The rules adopted here, 
were enacted into law by 
horticultural authorities, depreciate 
the quality of northwest apples,

IN DEFENSE OF 
FRENCH TEMPERANCE

PARIS, France—Jacques Bonhomme, 
a particularly stanch champion of the 
cause of temperance in France donned 
the cuirass of irony so thoroughly in 
his fight against alcohol as to be taken 
for nothing more nor less than a 
thoroughgoing partisan of the “petit 
verre.” 

One morning the Témps appeared 
with an article on, or rather against, 
the excessive use of alcohol, in which 
it quoted as the very acme of wrong- 
headedness on the part of the “pros” 
some lines out of a newspaper which 
declared that France being a Republic, 
French people should not allow them- 


’selves to be treated as simple moujiks 


who, through the despotism of the 
Tsar, had been deprived of their vodka. 
It now appears that these lines formed 
part of an article appearing in a 
provincial paper, le Pays de Mont- 
beliard; that it was written with the 
intention of pulverising the “alco- 
holists,” but that it instead only man- 
aged to scandalize the Temps, the most 
strenuous partizan of temperance re- 
form. Fortunately, since there is no 
need: to add to the pertinacity with 
which the advocates of alcohol sup- 
port their own cause, a reader both 
of the Montbeliard local. paper and of 
the Temps, saw the mistake and 
Jacques Bonhomme was given his due 
by the Temps as an enthusiastic, if 
not very wise partizan of temperance 
reform, the great Paris daily good- 
humoredly admitting that it had taken 
seriously an article which was merely 
“furiously ironical.” It also remarks

The Business Situation Reviewed 


SINCE the war began there has been a remarkable 
increase inthe world’s supply of, money. How. much 
farther this: inflation will go depends almost‘ altogether 
on the duration of the war. The condition is having a 
marked effect upon the economic status of every country, 
and, even should hostilities end soon, it is likely to be 
some time before things wiJl again be in a normal state. 
This monetary expansion has very largely to do with the 
high- prices of commodities, The buving power of 


money has declined. and to a tar greater extent in“~Lurope’ 


than anywhere else. It is estimated that the paper cur- 
rency of the fourteen more important European countries 
has expanded from $6, 750,000,000 to $20,000,000,000, 
to say nothing of the coining of silver and other metal. 
During the. war period the monetary supply of the 
U nited States has increased from $3,419,000,000 to 
$4.500,000,000, or about 30 per cent. 

The war has had -the eftect of encouraging the inven- 
tion And manufacture of labor-saving machinery, to a 
very great extent, in the United States.  [uropean 
nations, however, by force of circumstances, have been 
compelled to set the pace in methods of effitiency, and it 
is safe to assume that, when peace is restored, the indus- 
trial world will, in some respects, be generations ahead 
of where it was when the war began. All neutral peoples 
will be obliged to measure their ‘abilities with those now 
at war, and the result wil evidently be a >wonderful 
economic saving. This gaving should help i in the restora- 
tion of the devastated sections, and in enabling the 
countries of Europe to take care of tthe burden of “debt. 

Should the United States become involved in war, It 
would mean a still greater demand for money, 
consequent further monetary expansion. A large bond 
issue is necessary, anyway, since expenditures “already 
planned will require the raising of several hundred 
million dollars, and should the United States actively 
cngage in hostilities it would probably mean billions of 
dollars of expenditure in a very short time.’ That the 
country is amply able to finance a. gr eat war, however, 
there is no doubt.. 

At no time in. its history has the United States been 
in a stronger financial position, or better prepared indus- 
trially for war. The greatest obstacle is that of insuf- 
ficient transportation facilities, for -it is believed that, 
with the enormous demands that would be made on them 
by the Government, the railroads would be unable to meet 
the present extraordinary commercial requirements. The 
congestion of freight, w hich has been the cause of much 
embarrassment in recent months, is, however, being 


gradually relieved, and it 1s hoped that such conditions 


never again will be experienced.

Federal Reserve Board Sees Light 


On NOVEMBER: 27 last the United States Federal 
Reserve Board issued, “ through the medium of the press. 
a most surprising and disturbing statement of its posi- 
tion with respect to the purchase, by American financiers 
and banks, of short-term treasury ‘notes of the United 
Kingdom, opposing the introduction and encouragement 
of this foym of sectri ‘ity. This actidn was taken on the 
ground, first, that the notes were. not necessary, since 
other expedients were at hand to prevent the large impor- 
tations of gold from becoming a danger; and. second, 
that the banks should pursue a policy of keeping’ them- 
selves quid and not lock up their -funds in long-term 
obligations w hich, either by contract or through force of 
would have, in the aggregate, to, be 
renewed until normal conditions returned. 

In essence, this. statement, was apparently an attack 
upon the sourtdness of the credit of Great Britain and 
the allies of that nation. Although those members of 
the Reserve Board responsible for the issuance of the 
“warning” were particular to say that it was‘not intended 
to reflect upon the soundness of the securities of anv 
country with which the United States was carrying on 
financial transactions, yet there seemed to be no contu- 
sion, on the part of the “public, as to the influence, motive, 
and expectation hehind the move. , 

The action-of the Reserve Board was cate and 
roundly criticized as a gr atiitous and wanton affront to 
a natiqn that had always been the best customer of the 
United States. and was so still; that had never defaulted 
in its obligations to any creditor, and that, according 
tc all the Tules of international commerce, and all the 
traditions ef international comity, wa’ entitled to such 
accommodation as it was likely to ask.

The 
loss is irreparable. But this will not be long regretted. 
What the United States could least afford was to have 
fastened upon it a stigma of'sordidness, inflicted by one 
of its official agencies. evidently dominated, for the time 
being, by alien influence.

“Euphues” 


: is a remarkable book.” No 
doubt the reader who buys it today, in all the glory of 
its recently issued “new ‘edition fully annotated,” may 
be inclined to put it down, after an hour or so, filled with 
wonder that it should, even more than 300 years ago, 
have had such a vogue in England. He can, however, 
hardly fail to be attracted by its quaint elegance and the 
captivating charm of its rhythm. He may be inclined, 
perhaps, to do more than’ echo Sir Philip Sydney's quer- 
ulous complaint against this .

But then he SHéuld remember that Sir Philip Sydney, 
himself, by the wavy, largely influenced, though he would 
have repudiated the charge with scorn, by John Lylv’s 
work, refused to take the aufhor of ‘“‘Euphues” as he 
desired to -be taken. John Lyly determined to do the 
unprecedented thing. .He never took kindly to the ordin- 
ary studies of the university. Indeed, during his sojourn 
at Alagdalen College, Oxford, it is authoritativ elv 
recorded of him that “his gemus being naturally bent to 
the pleasant paths of poetry (as if Apollo had given him a 
wreath of lus own bays without snatching or struggling) 
did in a manner neglect academical studies.’ So when it 
began to come to him that he had something to say and 
could say it, Lyly determined to address himself to “‘the 
gentlewomen of England.” Such a thing was quite un- 
heard of, and when John Lyly declared gayly, to all who 
cared to listen, that he would rather see his books “lie shut 
up in a lady's casket than open in a scholar’s study,” he 
caused no little flutter in the dovecotes of literary 
England. It was just such a flutter, however, that Lyly 
rejoiced to bring about; and he gave his critics no rest. 
‘“Euphues: The Anatomy of Wit,” published in 1578, 
was followed two years later by “Euphues and His 
England.’’ The plot of the books is, of course, simple 
enough. It tells how [uphues, the hero, “preferring

Lue liquor interests must often desire to be saved 
from their friends. In England, recently, a defender of 
the liquor’ business, in his desire to correct certain state- 
Jnents as to the cost to the country of the trathe, declared 
that “the closest estimate of all materials used annually 
tor brewing and. distilling, at the present time, is: for 
brewing, 955.000 tons, and for distilling spirits for bex- 
erages, 379. 000° tons i;a-total of 1,325,000 tons. The coal 
consumption for the same purpose 1s about 500,000 TOs 
a year. In any country these figures would be bad 
enough; but, ina country which has had to place its food 
supply under Government control, they constitute one of 
the most convincing arguments for complete and imme- 
diate prohibition which has yet been advanced. 

PERHAPS the most significant commentary on that 
part of the statement. whieh relates to coal is afforded by 
a news item, which appeared at ‘about the same time in 
the same paper. This item recorded that nearly 2000 
school children, in a certain Welsh town = and_ its 
surrounding villages, had to be given a holiday “as the 
result of the schools being closed on account of a short- 
age of coal.” No doubt the children did not mind, but 
that does not affect the significance of the fact.

[r HAS been the conviction of even the most con- 
servative people of the United States, and the boast of 
‘spellbinders” in campaigns, that when the people are 
confronted by a condition that is wrong, they meet and 
overcome it, quickly and effectively. If this is so, now 
is their time. .\ recént educational survey of the State 
of New York shows 600,000 aliens:who cannot read or 
write the English language, and 525.000 who are unable 
to read or write any language. It is shown that illit- 
eracy is increasing in New York, and also in Pennsyl- 
vania, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Illinois, and Califor- 
nia. It is proposed that the educational system be 
expanded to meet this condition. In the mean time, why 
“recently imposed by Con- 
gress upon persons seeking entry, to those already in the 
country, making the ability to read and write the English 
tongue a condition precedent to the right to vote? 


THE capacity of certain organs of public opinion for 
inaking their facts suit their faneies is illustrated in the 
effort to identify Japan as the cause of the proposed 
rupture of political relations between Pekin and Berlin. 
Voluminous articles have appeared in certain quarters, to 
the effect that Tokio practically ordered the Government 
of Pekin, at the point of the sword, to sever its relations 
with the Kaiser's Government. As a matter of fact 
whatever advice has been tendered to Pekin. on the sub- 
ject, has been tendered by the whole body of the Allies, 
acting in concert. But this fact. of course. would not 
have ‘suited either the. fancies. or the interests of the 
originators of the other vérsion. 


CARRYING gut the program of \Gev ernor Frank 
lL.oowden of Illinois, the Legislature of that State has 
passed a consolidation bill, that is, a bill for the consoli- 
dation of> offices, which wipes out more than eighty 
bureaus, commissions, and boards that had been, growing 
up for years through the duplication ‘of - offices. we 
solidation as opposed to multiplication of offices will. ; 
is easy to see, make for economy in public adiviieiatinaaséia 
and tor a reduction of taxes. It mght be in order to sav 
that Hlinois has no copyright on the reform, and does 
not desire to monopolize it.
